#2,347.56; our disbursements this year being $1,630.02 less than 
last year. 

The Town Hall building is no longer adequate for an efficiently 
conducted High School* The radiation and heating plant in the 
building were never intended to be used for school purposes anil 
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the constant settling of the building has so crippled the present 
heating plant that it is impossible to properly heat the building 
for school purposes. 

In addition to this, we have just been notified by the New 
England Insurance Exchange that the electric wiring and electric 
fixtures are defective and that the building should be re-wired. 
These necessary repairs to the heating and lighting system 
would involve a substantial expenditure of money which we feel 
should not be undertaken because within a very few years the 
influx of students to our High School from the Parochial School 
will almost double our present High School enrollment and the 
building will not accomodate such a large attendance* 

The Town is in great need of a new high School building and we 
hope that the voters will give serious and favorable consideration 
to the project*

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 

The library has been open at the regular hours and the usual 
work has been done during the year ending Dec. 31, 1926. 

There have been 10,303 hooks and magazines loaned. 
4,165 of this number were from the juvenile department. One 
hundred and fifty volumes of young peoples’ and adult books 
have been purchased including Travel, Political, Biography, 
History and Fiction. Friends have donated the Library Asso- 
ciation thirty-seven volumes of adult and young peoples books. 
Also the American Legion, American Forestry, and Nature 
Magazines with other literature of interest. The tables have 
been supplied with eighteen of the leading magazines. 

Thirty-two dollars and thirty-eight cents have been received 
from book fines and sale of cards.
